July

Many are the pathetic yet inspiring 
stories which reach the archives of 
the state industrial commission in 
claims submitted by workmen 
un­ 
der the 
Oklahoma 
compensation 
law. The records show that scores 
and even hundreds of men and wo­ 
men of the state, not a few 
of 
them totally and permanently dis­ 
abled, have tenaciously refused to 
allow their injuries to become han­ 
dicaps and built for thefhselves en­ 
viable records in various fields of 
endeavor. 
Perhaps 
one of 
the 
most 
re­ 
markable of these cases is that of 
J. A. Reev.es, a 29-year-old farmer 
living near Trousdale in the south­ 
ern part of Pottawatomie county. 
Reeves lost both hands and one 
eye in an accident three years ago. 
Since then he has continued to sup­ 
port himself aud family, consisting 
of a wife and three children, and 
in addition has made his 80 a c re 
farm pay to such an extent that 
he has been aide to cancel a good­ 
ly portion of his debts which have 
accrued through the years, it is 
significant that the area in which 
his farm is located long has been 
noted as one of the most sterile 
sections of 
the state, 
A premature 
explosion of dyna­ 
mite tore off both his hands and 
j put out his left eye. The accident 
occurred while Reeves was working 
for the county to pay off the tax- 
j es on his property. Although the 
county was 
not obligated to do so, 
jit assumed 
the liability and when 


Reeves presented his claim the in­ 
dustrial commission, he was 
al­ 
lowed $10.10 per week for 
500 
weeks, 
the 
maximum 
amount 
awarded for his date of income. 
Medical expenses also were borne 
by the county and it was not long 
before Reeves went home with a 
new pair of hands. These he soon 
learned to use proficiently. With 
the aid of his wife, he resumed the 
task 
of 
operating 
his farm. 
In­ 
stead of proving an impediment to 
his labors. Reeves declares, the ar­ 
tificial hands are almost as service­ 
able as his natural ones were. 
Sitting in the office of H. C. 
Myers, chairman of the commission, 
whom he 
calls 
upon 
regularly. 
Reeves referred without embarrass­ 
ment to his steel claws and demon­ 
strated the variety of uses to which 
he puts them by picking his teeth 
with one of the numerous attach­ 
ments* with which they are equip­ 
ped .He plows, plants, builds fenc­ 
es, feeds himself dresses and un­ 
dresses and at times even helps his 
wife 
with 
her 
household 
dutie* 
such as washing and drying dishes. 
he says. 
In fact, he can do about every­ 
thing but chop wood and wield a 
hoe and spade, to use 
his 
own 
words. 
The industrial commission 
wa? 
established by legislative enactment 
in 1915 to administer the 
work­ 
men’s compensation law for those 
engaged in 
“ hazardous” 
employ 
ment. When claims are presented 
the commission holds hearings to 
determine the extent of injury ot 
disability and the liability of em­ 
ployers, it then awards compensa­ 
tion, based on 66 2-3 per cent of 
the beneficiary’s 
weekly 
income 
This compensation is allowed week 
ly for periods of time not exceeding 
500 weeks, depending upon the ex­ 
tent of injuries. 
Chairman Myers estimates 
that 
approximately 200 claims are filed 
daily with the commission.

A Jewish rabbi of Philadelphia, who spent his life in the 
sendee of humanity, taking an active part in many movements 
for the betterment of the human race, recently died and left 
a will that has caused some comment. He had little to be­ 
n eath except his good name and the memory of the good 
works done in course of a long and busy lifetime, but he told 
his children that he was really glad that he had no fortune 
to leave them. He had been a father and educated his chil­ 
dren and fitted them for useful lives and he believes that it 
was far better for them to take part in the drama of life 
rather than lead the indolent, useless lives such as he had 
seen children of the rich leading. Some have criticized the 
rabbi for his sentiments, but to us his reasoning is good. We 
have seen some well-to-do parents who were either too in­ 
dulgent or too busy making money to teach their children 
much about doing for themselves. When they passed away 
the children, left helpless to a degree for want of training in 
useful lines, not knowing anything about the value of money 
either drifted along refusing to accept the responsibilities of 
life, or else lost what their parents had saved through years 
of toil and privation and then forced to enter a struggle for 
existence for which they had had no preparation. In the case 
of the children of the rabbi and others who know their suc­ 
cess or failure in life is in their own hands the chances for 
ultimate success are much greater. When it narrows down to 
a case of root hog or die, the young folks who have any de­ 
pend on to give the best possible account of themselves.

only personal message of Theodore 
Roosevelt to America’s soldiers in 
France, written five years ago today 
on the day he received word of the 
death of his son Quentin, is for the 
first time being delivered to world 
war fighters through l l OOO posts 
of the American Legion. 
The message was given to Cass 
Connaway, of Buffalo, N. Y., who 
was a Y. CT. C. A. worker in France 
but did not come to the attention 
of the fighting mon because Mr. 
Connaway's duties in France pre­ 
vented him from attending to the 
matter. On Jnly 15, 1918, Mr. Con­ 
naway requested a word from Roose 
velt to the men at the front. De­ 
spite the fact that he had receiv­ 
ed wtrrd of Quentin’s death that day 
the message was written by Roose­ 
velt, on July 17, and reads as fol­ 
lows: 
"To the soldiers Of the American 
Expenditionary Force overseas: 
"I send my heartiest greetings to 
you men at Qie front. You have^ 
made all of us who stayed behind’ 
lift our heads high with pride bv 
what you are doing. It is you men, 
who ave doing the one vital work 
for the American people today. All 
good Americans at this time owe 
homage to the fighting men at the 
fighting front. What you are doing 
is vital for the honor and interest. 
for the future welfare and for the 
existence of our republic; and you 
are also battling for the liberty of 
every well-behaved, civilized nation­ 
ality, big or little. 
“ I congratulate you on the great 
eood fortune that is yours in that 
you now have the chance to e n d u r e 
hardship and peril for a great ideal 
and to render to our country the 
greatest of ail services. I would give 
anything to be over with you.

Agent HIU states that Mr. Bagley, 
the man from the broom corn re­ 
gion who has located near Jesse, 
will begin harvesting his crop of 
160 acres next week. Mr. Hill saw 
the crop last week and said that in 
spite of the dry weather it is go­ 
ing to make a fair yield. He says 
Mr. B a g le y is well pleaded with the 
results and says he finds the soil 
better adapted to broom corn than 
that in the famous broom corn coun­ 
try of Garvin and McClain counties. 
John Edward of Steedman states 
th a t about IOO acres of this crop 
was planted 
in that vicinity this 
>ear but it is all late and will not 
be ready for harvest for sometime 
to come. Last year some of the farm 
ors there raised a small am ount 
which they hauled to Lindsay and 
Pauls Valley and 
received

prices. Looks like another paying 
crop has been found for Pontotoc 
county. 


Willard-Firpo Fight Scenes 


Of course no one 
will 
dispute 
the statem ent that calcium arsenate 
will kill * boll weevil, provided it 
pan be administered to the insect, 
rh e question that has always con­ 
fronted the cotton grower is how 
to fix a poison in a way that th© 
weevils must absorb some of it in­ 
to his system. The method most ap­ 
proved by government experimenters 
is to dust the cotton plants at night 
when there is some dew on them to 
bold the poison. 
% 
Another method th a t is being ex­ 
perimented with this year is a mo­ 
lasses mixture. This has been tried 
in other states and some farm pub­ 
lications say it has proved success­ 
ful. However, it remains to be seen 
what th© final result will be here. 
B. S. Aldricn has been giving some 
attention to this latter method. His 
mixture is rather strong, the pro­ 
portions being a gallon ol water to 
one of molasses and a pound of 
calcium arsenate. He 
thinks that 
two gallons of water to a gallon 
of svrup and a pound of the poi­ 
son 
might 
be 
effective. 
He says 
he made a m istake this year by not 
beginning earlier. The insects were 
already puncturing the squares be­ 
fore he applied the poison for the 
first time, but after two applica­ 
tions very little sign of them could 
be seen. He thinks better results 
might have been obtained by ap­ 
plying the poison when the plants 
were just getting started and the 
weevil beginning to gather in the 
bud and forced to corno to that point 
for their food. He uses a bottle 
with a nozzle like that iii a ketch­ 
up bottle in applying the poison 
His cotton is not up to a very good 
stand but it is more than knee high 
an an average and it is loaded with 
squares and young bolls. Soon 
ol 
the bolls are half grown. Mr. Ald 
rich says two gallons will cover his 
entire patch. 
Saturday 
afternoon 
I 
made 
a 
round of the patch. I could 
not 
find a single weevil, but under one 
stalk I found three or four punc­ 
tured squares with grubs that were 
in a fnirwav to die from the heat 
ar*i probably would have died be. 
for'' hatching. 
However, it is only fair to give 
our readers both sides of Lie m at­ 
ter. John Tnrasher, who lives acrose 
the road from the Aldrich cotton 
says that he and two or three or 
his neighbors have made a diligent 
search 'for weevil in 
their fields 
which have not been poisoned and 
could find no trace of the insects. 
This might indicate that the hot 
dry weather had driven the weevil 
out or had dried up the first crop 
of grubs in the fallen squares. 
J. L. Frier, a business man of 
Sulphur, who was in Ada Saturday, 
stated that the farmers of his coun­ 
ty are also going strong 
lasses poison. He said the} 
use a 
gallon of w ater to a gallon of mo­ 
lasses and a half-pound of calcium 
arsenate. They fasten a 2x4 across
